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1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 06/15/04 has been entered. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yamashita et 
al (Pat # 5 5 5 06 5 5 1 6) in view of Korsh et al (Pat # 4,949,139). 

As to claims 1-2, Yamashita et al disclose an apparatus for inspecting an array of pixel 
cells (1) having a plurality of pixel cell (la) coupled to gate lines (gl,g2,.) and data lines 
(xl,x2,. . .xj) and first and second transistors (2b) formed on the substrate. It is noted that 
Yamashita et al do not show each of the transistors has first and second electrodes defining a 
serpentine channel region there between. However, Korsh et al teach that it would have been 
well known for one of ordinary skill in the art to have a transistor (as shown in figure 2) with 
first and second electrodes (source "18" & drain "16") formed a serpentine channel region there 
between. It would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to provide substitute the 
transistors (2b) of Yamashita et al for the transistor of Korsh et al so that the current slew rate is 
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reduced while the transistor is switching in order to reduce the occurred noise on the chip supply 
lines. Furthermore, it appears that each of the first and second transistors having a gate electrode 
and first and second electrodes defining a serpentine channel region (region between first and 
second electrodes). 

4. Claims 3-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The prior art does not disclose the connections of the first transistor/select transistor to 
the gate line, a probe pad and a gate select control pad, the connections of the second transistor/ 
hold transistor to the data line and a probe pad and the connection of first and second transistors 
to one of the gate/data lines through a common electrode. 

5. Claims 10-20 are allowable because the prior art does not disclose a display system 
having an array of pixel cells coupled to a plurality of gate lines and data lines, a gate line 
select/hold circuit coupled to gate lines, a first control pad and a first probe pad, a data line 
select/hold circuit connect to the data lines, a second control pad and a second probe pad. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Cheney (past # 3,731,164) disclose combined bipolar and field effect transistors.
